They produce a smaller 
plant than does the Croft, also Ace foliage “points up”, which means less bench 
room. Bud count is generally higher than that of a comparable sized Croft bulb. 

The important point to keep in mind in forcing Ace is that 
they should have about two weeks more forcing time than Crofts. Otherwise Croft 
forcing procedure can be followed. 

Ball Ace bulbs are produced by Oregon specialist growers under Ball contracts. 
We closely inspect these crops several times during each growing season, and 
personally supervise digging, grading, and packing.

FORCING EASTER LILIES 


Just as soon as Lily bulbs are packed in the growing fields, they 
are loaded in refrigerated freight cars or trucks for shipment to 
growers who want bulbs not precooled, or to cold-storage ware- 
houses for precooling. Precooling has the effect of bringing the 
bulbs into flower in less time than if they were not precooled and 
- seems to bring them into flower more uniformly. Some growers 
(chiefly on the West Coast) have their bulbs delivered direct from 
the field without precooling. They accomplish the precooling effect 
by potting immediately upon receipt and placing the pots in a 
straw covered cold frame or other location where temperatures are 
comparatively low—50° or less. This early potting method has the 
advantage of giving the bulb more time to make an ample root 
system before top growth starts, and usually results in a higher 
bud count. 


Bulbs should be potted at least 2 inches below soil level so as to 
give the bulb an opportunity to make stem roots directly above the 
bulb. Soil should be sterilized and very loose and well drained— 
a mixture of 1/3 by volume of Canadian peat, 1/3 fine sand, and 
1/3 greenhouse soil will do nicely. Soil should be slightly acid 
with a pH test of 6.5 or 7.0. 


Time of potting Crofts centers around the basic rule that the 
bulb requires approximately 120 days from potting to flowering. 
However, recent experimental work indicates that at least 2 weeks 
added to this time, combined with cool temperatures at first, en- 
courages a better root system and a higher bud count. Pot bulbs 
130 days before Easter and carry 50° for 25 days. This produces 
a heavy root system before top growth really starts. Begin forcing 
by moving to 60°, 105 days before Easter. 


Watering should be complete and thorough at the time of 
potting. Thereafter they should be kept a little on the dry side 
until active roots are formed. 


When 60° forcing starts, move plants into full sunlight. Start 
regular watering and feeding. A typical feeding routine involves 
watering the plants every two weeks with a solution of 1 lb. cal- 
cium nitrate to 40 gals. of water. This is an alkaline fertilizer and 
should help to keep the pH of the soil up. If the pH gets much 
over 7.0 switch to ammonium sulphate at the same rate. 


About 80 days before Easter begin sorting out plants according 
to their state of advancement. The slower plants should be moved 
to a warmer house—65 or 70°—and those developing faster than 
normal should be put into a cooler house—55°. At this stage 
spacing should begin. Plants should be spaced so their leaves 
don’t much more than touch one another. 


Fifty days before Easter, buds should be visible in the growing 
tip. Sixteen days before Easter the largest bud on a plant should 
begin to point down and should be 2 or 3 inches long. Feeding 
should be continued right up until flowering time. The last two 
or three weeks are most critical in timing an Easter crop. Weather 
conditions at this period can make a big difference. Manipulating 
temperatures should take care of unforeseen irregularities. 


Height of Plants. A standard lot of true Croft bulbs can be 
finished very short or very tall, depending on the forcing pro- 
cedure. Some factors contributing to short plants are: 


1. Ample spacing on the bench. Crowded plants tend to stretch. 
2. Ample light from clean glass will keep Crofts short. 

3. A light, well-drained soil mixture is necessary for short plants. 
4 


. Proper and ample feeding is important. A starved plant will 
stretch. 


5. Early potting tends to finish shorter plants. If Crofts are 
forced above 60° they will be taller than necessary. 


Insect Control. Aphis are the chief problem. Parathion, Mala- 
thion or Lindane are recommended. 


Leaf Scorch is a problem not fully understood at this writing. 
Research work tends to point to a pH, lime and phosphate rela- 
tionship. lf the forcer will avoid phosphate fertilizers, control the 
pl of his soil between 6.5 and 7.0 and keep his nitrogen feeding 
prone going as recommended, he is doing about all that can 

e done. 


Root-rot Trouble. At this writing not too much is known con- 
cerning specific measures that will control root-rot. However, 
there are two precautions the forcer can take to keep the trouble 
at a minimum: 

1. Use sterilized, loose soil. 


2. Don’t over-water. Croft root-rot is caused by one or more of 
the fungus organisms. The above precautions will help to 
keep their development to a minimum. 


Ace Lilies are being grown in increasing quantities by pot plant 
forcers. They produce a somewhat smaller plant and foliage 
points up more which means less bench room. Bud count is 
generally higher than from the same sized Croft bulb. Flowers 
are slightly smaller. The important point to keep in mind in 
forcing Ace Lilies is that they should be potted about 2 weeks 
earlier than Crofts and this 2 weeks added to their forcing time. 
Otherwise Croft forcing procedure can be followed.

Flowering from mid-December through Jan- 
uary, precooled, heat cured, Wedgewood sizes 10/11 or 11 up 
should be used exclusively. Bulbs should be planted 3 x 3 inches 
from October 15 on. Temperature should start at 50° and be 
raised a degree or two at a time until between 55° and 60° at 
flowering time. Cooler temperatures produce better quality but 
warmer temperatures bring flowers earlier. Take your pick! All 
forcing Iris prefer full sunlight with plenty of water and air circu- 
lation. 

Midseason Forcing. For the months of February and March 
the list of varieties broadens to include (in addition to Wedge- 
wood) such beautiful varieties as Blue Ribbon, Golden Harvest, 
Moonlight, Pacific Gold, White Perfection and Snowdrift.

Forced Daffodils during the midwinter months are a particularly 
valuable and quick “catch-crop” for the retail grower.

1. Precooling and Proper Varieties. For the earliest crop to flower 
for late December use precooled Northwest-grown Jumbo or 
Double-nose No. 1 bulbs of King Alfred or Golden Harvest. Rem- 
brandt (for pots) is excellent for beginning late January. For 
flowering from mid-February on precooling is not necessary. 
Smaller sized or Holland bulbs may be used and all varieties listed 
below are suitable. 

2. Establish a Root System. Immediately upon receipt from pre- 
cooling, pot or plant bulbs, soak thoroughly and place in dark 
storage held between 45° and 50°. Five weeks in storage should 
develop heavy roots and a little top growth.

For Early Summer Cut Flowers Outdoors: If a sowing is made 
outdoors by growers in the near South 6 or 7 weeks before the 
ground freezes, plants well enough established to winter over in 
all except the most severe seasons can be produced. In the North 
sowing should be done as early in the spring as the soil can be 
worked—just as soon as the frost is out of the ground. 

Under Glass—Spring Flowering. Well started, 3-inch, banded or 
potted plants should be ready, and are produced by a September 
or later sowing. Space at least 12 x 12 in. on ground beds; 10 x 10 
in. on raised beds should be ample. Night temperature 45-50°. 


Germination: Larkspur seed doesn’t germinate well in high tem- 
peratures.

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Planning Your Snapdragon Crop 


WHAT ABOUT SINGLE STEM CROPS? 
Each year more growers are turning to single stem 
crops. Some are growing their Snaps this way exclusive- 
ly; others find it fits nicely in rotations with other crops— 
or with a crop of pinched Snaps. The advantages are 
quite clear. Single stem crops are more uniform, of better 
over-all quality, and the crop cuts out 2 to 4 weeks sooner 
than a pinched crop, thus saving costly greenhouse time 


WHEN TO SOW? 


Two growers can sow seed for winter Snap crops on the same 
day—and flower their crops a month apart. That points up the 
joker in tables such as the one that follows here. The flowering 
dates listed below will come out consistently within a week or two 
at the most on our own place. They are based on direct benching 
of all crops, use of raised benches throughout, carrying 50° nights, 
except for the last month or so at 45-47°. 


Growers who have ground beds, who carry cooler 
temperatures, and who pot or band their seedlings 
should sow 2 to 4 weeks or more earlier than the 
sowing dates given below. Note that May sowings 
flower in a minimum of time and each sowing after- 
wards requires a longer growing period until Novem- 
ber, at which time this trend reverses itself.

Using the above table it’s entirely possible to work out a prac- 
tical year ‘round schedule of 3 crops a year. Snaps also work 
nicely into rotations with Mums; Iris, lighted Asters, bedding 
plants, etc, 


and space. 

These factors all add up to more money in your pocket 
at the end of the season. The single stem method is espe- 
cially worth while for the critical flowering period in 
midwinter. During this season of limited sunlight, Snap 
plants have difficulty manufacturing enough food to make 
3 or 4 good spikes per plant. They can produce one good 
spike. This is also an important point to consider.

VARIETIES 


The ever-present question of variety preference is often a matter 
of personal likes or dislikes. In an attempt to avoid this pitfall, 
we’ve based these recommendations on not only our own observa- 
tions but on reports from growers everywhere. Particular emphasis 
has been given to opinions expressed in trade gatherings where 
informal polls have been taken. The following varieties have all 
been widely and successfully grown under single stemmed culture 
as well as for pinched crops: 


YELLOW: War Admiral, Golden Spike (for spring), Seabiscuit. 


WHITE and IVORY: Snowman, White Knight, Citation, Spartan 
White, Rockwood’s Crystal White (the latter for late spring and 
summer only). 


PINK: Pink Ice, Christina, Wintergreen, Hercules. 
MEDIUM ROSE: Rosanna, Showgirl, Jackpot, Libby. 
DEEP ROSE: New Times. 

BRONZE: Gallant Fox, Barbara, Cavalcade. 

RED: Navajo, Cherokee. 

LAVENDER: Lavender Lady, Bold Venture. 


CHECK UST FOR GERMINATION TROUBLES 
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Tips On Snap Culture 


Soils 


Good Snaps can be grown in a wide variety of soils. As a 
general rule any soil that will grow good Mums will grow good 
Snaps. The really important point is that it contain plenty of 
organic matter. While this may take the form of manure, be sure 
it is well rotted. As a matter of fact, peat is generally preferred 
because the bacteria which are necessary to decay manure rob 
the soil of essential plant nutrients. 

The amount of organic matter which a soil needs depends upon 
its basic structure. Heavy, clay-like soils will need more than 
loose, sandy sorts. If an average good garden or field soil is to be 
used, one part of organic matter should be incorporated with each 
two or three parts of soil. To this should be added three pounds of 
20% superphosphate per 100 square feet of bench area before 
steaming. Other than this we prefer to depend upon regular feed- 
ings as soil tests indicate their need, rather than to load the soil 
with too much fertilizer to start with. 


Sterilizing 

We like to steam sterilize our soil at least once a year, too. It 
cleans up disease organisms, kills soil-borne weed seeds and insects 
and tends to improve the soil’s physical condition. Low (8 to 10 
lbs.) steam pressure does the job for us. Holding soil temperatures 
at 180° for half an hour after this temperature has been reached 
is all it takes. After sterilizing, a heavy leaching with clear water 
will tend to prevent an excessive build-up of nitrates which might 
injure young roots. Terraclor will prove useful in treating soils 
where steam isn’t available. 


Seed Sowing 

Vermiculite, peat, or soil and peat mixtures all make satisfactory 
materials for germinating Snap seed. We like to have the flats well 
watered before sowing, which may be done either broadcast or in 
shallow rows. We prefer the latter since it permits better aeration 
after the seedlings get started. No additional soil covering is 
needed for this fine seed—a light misting with a fine spray will 
settle it into the soil. If weather is hot or windy, flats should be 
protected with cheesecloth or paper shade until well up, then they 
will enjoy full light and a cooler, airy location. Seeds should 
germinate in 3 or 4 days in summer, 7 or 8 days in winter in a 
night temperature of 60°. 


Planting 

If bench space is available, we like to bench seedlings direct— 
less labor and better growth. It works nicely even in hot weather 
if the soil is moist before benching, seedlings are planted shallow, 
and misted within minutes of benching and regularly until new 
roots show. 

In regard to the matter of spacing, we believe 3 x 6 inches is 
the most economical and profitable for a winter single stem crop

with 3 x 5 inches being enough for late spring and summer crops. 
We space our pinched crops 7 x 8 inches, finding this satisfactory 
for most varieties. If you are obliged to transplant, band or pot 
seedlings, do not pinch them until plants have been benched and 
have taken hold. To pinch before benching will usually result in 
only two top breaks rather than the four or so that each plant 
should produce. We like to pinch when plants are about eight 
inches high, leaving three good pairs of leaves. 


Watering, Feeding, Temperatures 

Watering Snaps, as with any other crop, is largely a matter of 
good judgment. Small plants in dark winter weather may not 
need watering for weeks, whereas a heavy crop in spring may need 
attention every other day. A good rule is: don’t water until the 
soil begins to dry, then give it enough to soak through to the 
bottom. 

We depend on regular weekly soil tests to determine when to 
feed. In winter we like to maintain the following nutrient levels: 
nitrates 20-25 parts per million Spurway, potash 20-25 parts, and 
phosphate 3-5 parts. During the rest of the year nitrate and potash 
readings should be around 40 parts per million for best growth. 
If soil tests indicate a feeding need, it may be applied in dry or 
liquid form. We use the latter because it is simpler to apply and 
more easily controlled. 

Normal temperatures during firing season: nights 50°, cloudy 
days 57°, sunny days 65°. If we experience 2-3 weeks of cloudy 
weather in winter, we gradually drop to 45-52-60° till sunny 
weather returns. Failure to drop temperatures in dark weather 
may cause stubby spikes and soft stems. 


Insects and Diseases 

If ever the old saying about “an ounce of prevention” is true, 
it certainly is when it comes to controlling insects. Spray regularly 
—don’t wait for them to appear. Our standard spray for controlling 
practically all insects—plus mildew: per 10 gallons of water—2% 
ozs. Parathion 15% wettable powder, 114 ozs. DDT 50% wettable 
powder, 114 ozs. wettable sulphur, 2%4 ozs. Fermate, plus 2 ozs. 
Dreft or other spreader. 

Principal disease problems with Snaps are Botrytis rot and 
mildew. Good air circulation plus heat on damp, chilly days will 
help to prevent both, as will care in watering to avoid undue 
wetting of the leaves. Fermate and sulphur (incorporated in the 
spray mixture mentioned above) will aid in controlling mildew. 
while Parzate and Captan are reported to give good control of 
Botrytis. 


Supporting the Crop 

We use conventional wire and cross string supports, finding 
two sets, which may be raised as the crop grows, enough for 
either single stem or pinched Snaps.

ABOUT BLOOMING DATES. Based upon their performance in 
our greenhouses here in West Chicago, we have classified the 
Snap varieties listed here as early (E) for those which ordinarily 
give the best results in November and December from a July or 
August sowing; midseason (M) for those which are normally at 
their best when flowered from January through April; late (L) 
for those that give the finest performance from March through 
May. Note that there is an over-lap in March and April during 


which both the “M” and “L” classes are equally satisfactory. The 
varieties marked “S” include those which are especially adapted 


for summer greenhouse blooming from May to September; these 
varieties will usually refuse to flower at all when days are shorter 
and light is less intense. 

Remember, though, that conditions vary in different localities and 
that keeping your own records will prove an invaluable guide in 
planning future crops.

ABOUT BLOOMING DATES. Based upon their perform- 


ance in our greenhouses here in West Chicago, we have 
classified the Snap varieties listed here as early (E) for 
those which ordinarily give the best results in November 
and December from a July or August sowing; midseason 
(M) for those which are normally at their best when flow- 
ered from January through April; late (L) for those that 
give the finest performance from March through May. 
Note that there is an over-lap in March and April during 
which both the “M” and “L” classes are equally satis- 
factory. The varieties marked “S” include those which are 
especially adapted for summer greenhouse blooming from 
May to September; these varieties will usually refuse to 
flower at all when days are shorter and light is less intense. 
Remember, though, that conditions vary in different 
localities and that keeping your own records will prove an 
invaluable guide in planning future crops.
